Right now it feels like linebacker PerneU 
McPhee is the only player on the defense 
who can make a play If the referees are not 
going to call the obvious holding penalties 
committed against him, someone else has to 
step up. The Bears’ defensive backs are awful; 
the best and quickest way to fix that problem 
is to sack the quarterback. If those things 
materialize, maybe the Bears won’t embarrass 
themselves on Monday night.

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WHAT’S NEXT 
FOR KANE?

Even though the Blackhawks’ Patrick Kane 
will not face rape charges, questions remain 
over his future and the possibility of a lawsuit. 

First, Kane will still have to await word on 
potential discipline from the NHL. 

Throughout the process, the league has 
approved of the Hawks not suspending him 
while the investigation played out, and now 
that Kane won’t face charges it may seem un- 
likely for Kane to receive any sort of league dis- 
cipline. However, the league still can conduct 
its own investigation. It appears as though the 
league will do that, and at the conclusion of the 
league’s review of the matter, the league can 
stiU suspend Kane. 

“In light of the statement issued today by 
the Erie County District Attorney’s Office, 
as an internal League matter, we intend to 
promptly review the information that may 
now be available to us,” NHL Deputy Com- 
missioner Bill Daly said in a statement. “We 
will have no further comment until we have 
completed that review” 

Then there is the matter of what the Hawks 
wiU do with Kane in the long term. When the 
inquiry began, sources told the Tribune that 
some people within the team had grown tired 
of Kane’s off-ice behavior. He is in the first year 
of an eight-year, $84 million contract. 

And Kane has a no-movement clause in his 
deal; he would have to approve any move the 
Hawks make regarding him, including a trade. 

Hockey industry sources indicated there 
was no talk of any potential trade involving 
Kane. Two sources said they doubted it would

happen. One source said if the Hawks were 
going to trade Kane, it likely wouldn’t happen 
during this season. 

“I would give you 45 to i {odds} on it,” the 
source said regarding a potential trade during 
the season. 

Few details are known about the August 
night that led to the sexual assault allegation, 
and one of the only ways the details could get 
out would be if the accuser sued Kane. When 
BuUs guard Derrick Rose was accused in a law- 
suit in September of sexual assault, the plain- 
tiff’s account of the alleged events was includ- 
ed in court documents. Presumably the same 
would happen in the Kane case. 

Kane’s accuser signed an affidavit saying she 
no longer would cooperate with prosecutors in 
a criminal investigation, citing the emotional 
strain it was putting on her and her family and 
saying she did so “of my own free will and with- 
out any promises of compensation.” 

It is unclear whether the woman will sue 
Kane. His attorney Paul Cambria, has said he 
expects that she will, and the woman has hired 
a personal injury lawyer.

The inferior 7-letter Bond

In constructing the 
woefully disappoint- 
ing new Bond movie 
“Spectre,” it appears 
someone scribbled 
down words like 
“secret organization” 
and “presumed dead” 
and “controversial 
surveillance” but with 
an asterisk to signify 
“Will figure out later 
how to make all that 
interesting.” 

Except people get busy and cocktail nap- 
kins get thrown out, so now we have 148 min- 
utes (five more than 2012’s awesome, infinitely 
more complex “Skyfall”) during which fun 
exists at a low simmer and cleverness rarely 
appears at all. In franchise moviemaking, it’s 
a fine line between rejuvenating tradition and 
reclining into convention, and you can prob- 
ably see where I’m going with this. 

Returning director Sam Mendes opens with 
the movie’s best sequence: In one continuous 
shot, the world’s least incognito spy (Daniel 
Craig, in his last of these movies before Jaden 
Smith takes over {kidding}) walks slowly 
through a Day of the Dead celebration in 
Mexico City He lets a woman bring him to her 
hotel room only to slip onto the balcony casu- 
ally hopping over the gap between two build- 
ings and eavesdropping on terrorists who, 
obviously will be killed after giving away their 
agenda. The scene’s alive, and its pulse contin- 


ues into a fight inside a helicopter as it twirls 
over a crowded square. But then Mendes hits 
snooze, like he knows we know Ian Fleming’s 
agent won’t die 10 minutes into the movie and 
doesn’t need to maximize the suspense of a 
vehicle almost crashing to the ground. 

From there, it’s mostly autopilot. Anew jerk 
(Andrew Scott) in the organization apparently 
saw “Mission: Impossible— Rogue Nation” 
and thus wants to shut down the 00 program, 
preferring blatantly villainous widespread 
public monitoring not unlike what we just saw 
in “Kingsman: The Secret Service.” Naturally 
Bond takes “%u’re grounded” to mean “Keep 
working,” protecting Madeleine Swann (Fea 
Seydoux of “Mission: Impossible— Ghost 
Protocol” and “The Grand Budapest Hotel”), 
a badass frustratingly prevented from doing 
much, and never generating the connection 
needed for the presentation of this inevitable 
pairing. 

As leader of the titular, not-evil-enough 
criminal organization, Christoph Waltz 
(“Inglourious Basterds,” “Django Unchained”) 
never enlivens his cliched and predictably cast 
villain. The hushed, anticlimactic “Spectre” 
does have a few spunky lines, such as when 
Bond brushes off Swann’s question of who 
raised him after his parents died with a quick, 
“Someone else.” But what should feel like a 
clash among abused power, a world in turmoil 
and a resolute force of justice becomes un- 
derwhelming and basic, fitting for the theme 
song by the one-note Sam Smith. Really really 
bummed about this.

Also, when she tries on wigs, it’s not done 
as a montage, which I appreciated. 

But writer Morwenna Banks can’t choose 
between depicting reality and fantasy There’s 
Milly confronting life post-double mastecto- 
my but of course she finds out about needing 
the surgery at the same time Jess (Barrymore) 
learns she’s pregnant. There’s also a painfully 
contrived fling with a bartender (Tyson Ritter 
of the All-American Rejects, not even hiding 
his AAR tattoo). And the dialogue! “Your 
eggs are ready” says Jess’ husband, Jago (the 
charming Paddy Considine), who cooked 
breakfast. Replies Jess, who’s in the process of 
determining if she’s ovulating, “Not according 
to this.” Winking at Barrymore’s filmography

when Milly says, “Men are bald. Babies. E.T” 
only pulls you further out of what should be a 
consistently intimate exploration of a bond. 

Also, it’s one of Hollywood’s many dirty 
little secrets (high-five for another All-Amer- 
ican Rejects reference) that Barrymore now 
only can do one or two things as an actress, 
and not at the same time. Here, whenever 
she needs to demonstrate urgency or several 
feelings at once, she fails.

“Glen Campbell: I’ll Be Me” made 
me ashamed to only know the 
titular country singer (who 
recorded with Frank Sinatra, 

Elvis and the Beach Boys, among 
many other claims to greatness) 
as the guy behind “Rhinestone 
Cowboy.” Fortunately, director 
James Keach’s documentary 
isn’t a glossy celebration of the 
now-79-year-old music legend. 
The film focuses on Campbell’s 
2011-12 farewell tour, during which 
he played more than 150 shows 
while battling Alzheimer’s disease. 
In September 2011, Campbell 
performs on “The Tonight Show,” 
and Keach is smart enough to 
include the full performance. 
Many of Campbell’s family 
members-he plays with three 
of his kids, and fourth wife Kim 
factors heavily in the film-fear he 
won’t be able to do it, and there’s 
suspense in watching a five- 
time Grammy winner and highly 
influential artist attempt to deliver 
on the level he has for decades.

HEATING UP ALREADY HOT

W e live in a city of options, particularly within the food and drink scene. 

Craft beer or cocktail? Fine dining or street food? Cheesy deep-dish or 
thin-crust with a gooey fried egg? The possibilities are endless, and oftentimes, 
when bar and restaurant owners have a good thing going, we welcome new 
concepts with, “Level up, broski.” 


But growth in the craft beer industry is 
usually vertical. A year ago, if you’d asked 
DryHop Brewers owner Greg Shuff, 28, if he 
considered himself a brewer or restaurateur 
first, he would have told you brewer. But to- 
day his tune has changed. As the owner of a 
second Lakeview brewpub— Corridor Brew- 
ery & Provisions, which opened mid-October 
on Southport Corridor— Shuff is much more 
interested in being a restaurateur. Rather than 
growing the hop-focused DryHop brand with 
more beer and distribution, he’s expanding 
outward, much like a restaurant group, with 
a second brewpub in a shiny new package. 


I hope you like farmhouse ales, because Cor- 
ridor is all about them. 

THE SCENE 

A homey space with exposed brick, vintage 
bicycle posters and soft lighting dangling from 
wood rafters — the only thing missing is your 
sweet old oma and a cozy fireplace, unless 
you count the clay hearth pizza oven in the 
kitchen. The posters, yellow Schwinn Twinn 
hanging on the wall and bicycle imagery in 
the branding pay homage to bike-friendly 
Belgium. When the weather is nice, the wall 
of windows in the front can fold back, but 


not on this chilly Saturday night. The narrow 
brewpub seats nearly 90 in total between the 
bar, tables and a mix of long button-backed 
and wooden-backed booths suitable for large 
groups, where our party of five sat after a 
2.5-hour wait. Warning: Corridor doesn’t take 
reservations, so it’s probably not ideal for large 
groups around dinnertime on a Saturday night 
unless you like to wait. 

Similar to DryHop, Corridor’s 
10 -barrel brewing system is vis- 
ible behind the bar area. We sat 
right next to it, and our server 
actually waited on us from 
the bar side of the table. The 
former interior architecture 
student in me was singing at the 
intelligent use of the space, which 
cleared the major artery in the center 
of the brewpub. The room is incredibly 
functional and efficient, and even on a night 
jammed with 30 -somethings, the brewpub 
didn’t seem too loud or overwhelmingly busy 


If you’re looking for a relaxed weekend hang- 
out with good beer, tasty food and a warm 
ambiance (just in time for winter), you’ll find 
it here. 

HIE BEER 

Here’s a confession I’m not sorry to make: 
IPAs aren’t my jam. I love a hoppy beer 
occasionally, but despite its popularity, 
the American India pale ale doesn’t 
excite me in the same way malty 
spicy roasty tart and funky 
styles do. The night I went. 
Corridor only had one IPA— 
Wizard Fight nitro lactose 
IPA, an easy-drinking creamy 
and citrusy beer (super tasty 
would order again). The majority 
are farmhouse styles, a market Shuff 
thought Chicago could use more of 
“IPAs are the 800 -pound gorilla in the 
craft market,” he said. “It’s what everyone 
wants to drink. ... Even though {Corridor

focuses} on Belgians and farmhouse styles ... 
they’re really yeast-oriented beers, saisons 
and biere de garde, things of that nature.” 

There are two farmhouse ales, said head 
brewer Brant Dubovik: the Belgian-style 
saison, drank by farmers in the summer 
months, and the French biere de garde, 
drank for sustenance as a daily bread ration 
in colder months. Farmhouse ales are not as 
hop-forward as other styles. 

Traditional saisons have earthy musty, 
“horseblanket” characteristics and are usually 
effervescent and lighter-bodied with some 
tart citrus notes, while biere de garde ales are 
malt-driven, “dramatic beers” with bready 
characteristics and spicy, earthy notes from 
the hops, Dubovik said. “I look forward 
to pushing the envelope with Belgian and 
French styles and Americanizing them a little 
bit,” he said. 

Like at DryHop, the beers at Corridor 
rotate rapidly I tasted nearly all six on 
offer that night (most were $7 a pint), but 
it’s tough to pick a favorite. Each beer was 
seasonally appropriate, from nutty notes and 
pumpkin spices to pears and citrus fruits. 

The Nibble, Nibble Little Mouse pumpkin 
spice and walnut farmhouse ale, a seasonal 


pour that’ll be on the menu until the next 
one rotates in, was both spicy and floral with 
a hint of nuttiness. The Cotton Candy Goat 
pear table beer was interestingly sour on the 
nose with sweet and tangy fla- 
vors. I also had to try the Freaky 
Deaky Belgian breakfast stout, 
a smoky beer brewed with 
Heritage Bicycles General 
Store’s coffee, maple syrup and 
smoked malt. If your breakfast 
consists of coffee and bacon, 
go for this beer. Also like 
DryHop, Corridor doesn’t 
distribute; however, the beer/ 
is available to go in |2-ounce 
cans (or crowlers), or for those 
who BYO- 64-ounce growler. 

Tin: FOOD 

Confession No. 2: I’m not a 
deep-dish gal. I’m not going 
to turn you away if you give 
me a crowler of DryHop’s 
Shark Meets Hipster wheat 
IPA and a slice of Pequod’s 
pan pizza. I’m just much more 
comfortable not drowning 


in self-loathing with an unborn carbo-dairy 
fetus for the next 24 hours. But Corridor is in 
the thin-crust business with crazy-awesome 
toppings and lovingly baked creations by 

chef Joel Pillar in that clay hearth 
oven. As a vegetarian, I was eye- 
ing the veggie marvel of mush- 
room, leek and goat cheese 
with arugula and rosemary 
($15), but I couldn’t get past 
the mention of a “runny egg” 
spotted on the lyonnaise ($16) 
with pancetta, caramelized 
onion and frisee. I needed that 
egg, and no pancetta was going 
to stop me. While my server 
warned it wouldn’t be as good 
without the meat, I went for it 
anyway He was half right, but 
it wasn’t ruined, as the crust 
was cooked to perfection and 
I was in runny egg bliss. I re- 
gretted nothing, but next time 
I will go with the mushroom 
goat cheese (and maybe add a 
runny egg). 

I couldn’t pass on the cau- 
liflower and curds appetizer 


($9), cheese curds fried in a cauliflower hug, 
smothered in Buffalo sauce and served with 
blue cheese dressing. Other menu items 
range from an oven-baked chicken and brie 
sandwich to Belgian-style mussels ($13 each). 
Shuff said Corridor is still a brewery first, 
and the menu was built to accommodate the 
beer. As far as pairings go, he likes ant- 
onyms, such as coupling the spiciness of the 
giardiniera on the pepperoni pizza with the 
sweetness of a Belgian stout. 

Tin: BOTTOM LINE 

Shuff could have just given us another Dry- 
Hop in a new location. But he took it to the 
next level, conceptualizing craft beer like a 
restaurant group and narrowing the focus to 
Belgian and French-inspired beer and food. 
However, unlike some restaurant concepts, 
it’s not an overstimulating experience, simply 
highlighting what’s important, impressive 
beer and tasty food. He has a good thing 
going at DryHop, and Corridor brings the 
craft beer and restaurant worlds a step closer.

The problem: lunch fatigue, characterized by 
extreme apathy for every salad and sandwich 
place within walking distance of your office. 

The solution: Latinicity (io8 N. State St.), 
a 22,000 -square-foot food hall with a lineup 
of stalls serving everything from tortas, tacos 
and empanadas to Latin-American twists on 
burgers, soups and sushi. 

“I’ve been working on this for five years,” 
said Mexico City native and chef Richard 
Sandoval, whose empire includes 36 restau- 
rants worldwide. Sandoval partnered with 
Jose Garces (Mercat a la Planxa, Rural Soci- 
ety) on Latinicity which opened Thursday in 
Block 37. Here, a few of your food options: 

Loncheria: While everything else at Latinic- 
ity is on the third floor of Block 37, this stand 
is smack in the pedestrian tunnel that links 
the Red and Blue lines— meaning there are 
hundreds of commuters who are never again 
going to resist the temptation of a break- 
fast burrito stuffed with scrambled eggs, 
cheese, refried beans and chorizo. Tortas 


are of a similar ilk, only with bacon; pas- 
tries include conchas and cinnamon rolls. 

The Sushi & Ceviche Bar: Latin-style sushi 
comes with chipotle and chili aiolis; ceviches 
are more classic. 

Saladero Latin Grill: Meats from chorizo and 
churrasco to brisket come grilled, smoked or 
roasted, with sides including caramelized plan- 
tains. Or grab an empanada, stuffed with either 
smoked corn or beef and caramelized onions. 


Chaufa Wok: Try Peruvian fried rice, a dish 
morphed from the Chinese classic, with lomo 
saltado, chicken or veggies. 

Machete Taqueria: Carne asada, barbacoa and 
carnitas tacos ... we promise this isn’t Chipotle. 
There’s also pastor and chicken tinga; stuff the 
same options into a burrito with Mexican rice 
and black beans. 

Tortas & Cocas: Tortas feature carne asada, 
crispy pork belly, mushrooms and more.

“Master of None” should be the only thing you 
watch this weekend. 

Ansari plays Dey a 30 -something actor 
making a living doing commercials in New 
York City He spends most of his days hang- 
ing out with his best friends Brian (Kelvin 
Yu), Denise (Lena Waithe) and Arnold (Eric 
Wareheim). It’s easy to write off a show based 
on the premise of a group of friends hanging 
out in a city because we’ve seen it before, but 
Ansari throws out the conventions of that 
setup and sets out to show a group of friends 
who teeter on the line between living life and 
growing up and everything that sort of comes 
in between. The season starts strong from the 
first second of the first episode, when Dev is 
hooking up with Rachel (Noel Wells) and the 
condom breaks. What ensues is a hilariously 
awkward look on pre-ejaculate. Plan B and an 
Uber ride to the pharmacy 

There’s a sweet payoff to that opening 
scene when Dev meets back up with Rachel 
in Episode 3 and she jokes that the Plan B pill 
was defective and she gave birth to his kids. 
There’s a spark to those characters that makes 
it hard not to smile like a jackass while watch- 
ing. She complements Dev, and, even when 
he’s being a dick, it’s hard not to light up when 


“Master of None.” If 
you’re expecting Ansa- 
ri’s stand-up— deeply 
self-deprecating and 
feminist— don’t watch 
“Master of None.” But 
if you’re looking for a 
character somewhere 


they’re together. 

Each episode’s title provides the audience 
with a common theme for the next 25 or so 
minutes. In the season’s second episode, “Par- 
ents,” the plot jumps back and forth in time 
between Dev’s father, brilliantly played by 
Ansari’s own father, and his life growing up in 
India, and Brian’s father growing up in Taiwan. 

The show tackles topics including sexism, 
adultery love and racism. In the third episode, 
“Indians on Ty” Ansari presents the viewer 
with a unique look at Indians trying to land 
acting jobs in New York: either you can do an 
Indian accent or you don’t get the part. There’s 
a subtlety in the way Ansari approaches these 
topics. Whether it’s on sexism or racism, An- 
sari is presenting television with conversations 
that we need to have. 

With the series, Ansari throws out the rule 
that an episode needs to pick up exactly where 
the last one left off Though at first you sort 
of get the impression that the show will just 
bounce around from one episode framework 
to another, the threads start to come together. 
You don’t miss characters when they’re gone, 
but when they pop up again, it’s like they 
never left. “Master of None” is sweet, cynical 
and self-deprecating, but also insightful and 
damn near close to real life. 

In the second episode, at dinner with his 
parents, Dev turns to his father and asks him 
what he did for fun growing up. His father 
turns to him and says, “You realize fun is a 
new thing, right? Pun is a luxury only your 
generation really has.” Maybe that’s true. But 
“Master of None” proves that you can have 
fun even when life feels a little unfair, and 
Ansari plays that up with great reward. 

“Master of None” isn’t perfect. But neither 
is life, and that sort of makes it worthwhile.
